National Security Council : 


This is to confirm our discussions of last week that the National ; 
Security Council is now able to obtain needed computer support from He 
the Computer Center at the White House and therefore is not planning 
to use further the facilities of the Central Intelligence Agency. 


We would like to retain for one year the option to reactivate the 
CIA support should unexpected circumstances arise. We would 
therefore appreciate it if you would retain for one year a copy of the 
latest complete data file and of the computer programs used, with 
the plan of destroying them at that time. Please let me know if this 
causes any difficulties. . 
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The excellent support provided by the Agency has been greatly 
appreciated here, and I have particularly enjoyed working with your 
highly competent and responsive people. I hope that I may have the 
privilege of continuing to draw upon you for advice and help from time 
to time.
